Communist Poland Calls 


Religious Study Harmtul 


LONDON (UPI) — Communist 
Poland was reported Sunday to 
have moved to tighten religious 
restrictions in a new showdown 
between the Warsaw Red regime 
and the Roman Catholic Church. 


A Politburo recommendation 
condemning religious instruction 
in the schools was formally ap- 
proved by the Central Committee 


of the Polish Communist Party 
last week. 


The Politburo maintained that 
religious instruction created ‘a 
basic for fanaticism and intoler- 
ance . . . and harmful division 
among children.” 


The party did not ban religious 
education in Poland altogether. 
Such education, it said, is a pri- 
vate matter for the individual 
and children could receive reli-

The Communist Party move in 


effect violates the 1956 ‘‘coexist- 
ence’’ pact between the Polish 
State and the Roman Catholic 
Church granting priests facilities 
to give religious instructions in 
the schools. 


The effect of the move is un- 
predictable. Poland is a strongly 
Catholic country where, despite 
the Communist rule, the church’s 
following is estimated at about 
50 per cent of the population,

Bags 133 Snakes 


Constitution State News Service 
WHIGHAM—Brer Rattlesnake’s retreat into winter quarters 
in a gopher hole did him no good in the latest war on the poison 
serpents here in Grady County. 


The hunters just gassed him out. 


Joe Herren, past president of the Whigham Community Club, 
said Sunday that the rattlesnake round-up held Saturday garnered 
133 snakes. 


‘‘And we didn’t count blacksnakes,"’ Herren said. 


Biggest snake caught on the hunt measured just a fraction 
short of six feet and was as big around as a quart fruit jar, Herren 
said. C. M. Bailey of Douglas, won first prize with this one. 


‘“‘We got them out of the gopher holes by sticking a hose down 
in the hole and pouring a little gasoline down it,’”’ Herren said. 
“The snakes are kind of groggy when they come out, and they 
can be caught easy. About half of the snakes were brought in 
alive.”’ 

(A gopher hole is a hole made by a large dry-land tortoise 
which is called a gopher in South Georgia. They are no kin to 
prairie dogs—called gophers in the west.) 


The Whigham Community Club decided last December that 
there were just too many rattlesnakes in Grady County and 
decided to hold the roundup—similar to the snake roundups that 
have been held in Oklahoma and other western states. 


In addition to being a hazard to hunters, farmers, and others 
who like the great outdoors, the snakes eat baby quail by the 
dozens, according to wild life experts. 


Clarence Mobley and W. C. Poppell brought the most snakes 
to the checking station—15—to win first prize. But the Turner 
brothers, hunting as a team, caught so many snakes they couldn't 
bring them in to be counted in the total. The Turners said they 
caught 47. 


The live snakes were sold to Ross Allen, who runs a Florida 
snake farm.

Prevail on Funds 


The General Assembly this week 
comes to grips with the perennial prob- 
lem of funds, taxes and appropriations. 
And since its members have recovered— 
at least for this year—a measure of con- 
trol over state money through passage of 
an appropriations bill, caution and re- 
sponsibility are indicated. 

In remarks before the House Appro- 
priations Committee as it began work last 
week, Chairman Jack Ray declared: 


“The practice of appropriating more 
money than the state would receive led to 
the General Assembly losing control over 
the state’s fiscal affairs. . . . This legislative 
irresponsibility caused the executive branch 
to step in to restore fiscal responsibility.” 


The governor has submitted budget 
recommendations of $406,000,000 for the 
next fiscal year, by far the greatest on 
record. The legislature in addition has 
approved a bond issue of $100,000,000 for 
road reconstruction. | 

There are heavy pressures on the as- 
sembly to go beyond the governor’s rec- 
ommendations. Gov. Vandiver has laid it 
on the line: not appropriate more 
funds than the sta anticipated reve- 
nues unless “sufficient new and addition- 
al revenue measures are levied to fi- 
nance such appropriations.” 

It is tough to argue against a gener- 
ous pay raise for teachers and that Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital doesn’t need 
more funds. But the governor makes clear 
that additional funds in the amount be- 
ing talked cannot be financed with pres- 
ent taxes. 

The assembly has an excellent oppor- 
tunity now to require greater participa- 
tion in school financing by local commu- 
nities. The state already bears more than 
72 per cent of the burden. If it is willing 
to assume more and more of the load 
each year, schools and other state serv- 
ices will never be adequately financed. 

We had hoped along with the gover- 


nor that the state could get by without 


additional taxes. But we agree with him 


that if the legislature appropriates funds 


beyond revenues it must accept responsi- 
bility for financing them.

Soviet Economic Report 


Shouldn’t Be Ignored 


The Soviet Union has issued a glow- 
ing economic report claiming an overall 
growth in production of 8 per cent last 
year. Gross output, the report says, was 
10 per cent, making the gain 22.1 per 
cent for the first two years of the seven- 
year plan compared with a goal of 17 
per cent. 

As in the past, the Soviet’s target is 
to equal or surpass the United States, 
and the figures compare achievements of 
the two countries. For instance, the re- 
port claims Russian steel production last 
year totaled 65.3 million tons, an increase 
of 9 per cent. The United States pro- 
duced 90 million tons. During the period 
between 1954 and 1959, they boast, U.S. 
output declined 2.7 million tons annually 
while total Soviet production almost dou- 
bled. 

The report boasts that labor produc- 
tivity has increased considerably with 
shorter working-hours. A timetable 
adopted last year fixed a seven-hour 
day for workers in general, a six-hour 
day for office employes and an average 
39.4-hour work week. Productivity went 
up 13 per cent in industry and 19 per 
cent in construction. 

In another boast, the Russians claim 
oil produgtion increased 18 million tons 
while U.S. output declined one million 
tons. 

We have to remember that Khru- 
shchev recently defined “peaceful coex- 
istence” as an intense, ideological, politi- 
cal and economic struggle. He also pre- 
dicted that in terms of physical output, 
Soviet production would surpass the 
United States by 1962. This, he boasts. 
“will be a major turning point in history.” 

While it is difficult to evaluate these 
claims, they cannot be ignored. The So- 
viet economy is growing at a _ rapid 
rate. The fact that it has much further 
to go to catch up does not mean we can 
overlook the increasing economic com- 
petition.

WASHINGTON—In his attitude toward Con- 
gress, President Kennedy has taken up an early 
position about midway between that of Frank- 


his servant—and sometimes as 
though it were his enemy. Eisen- 
hower, at the other extreme, 
treated Congress most of the time 
as his rightful master. 

He never used the word “‘must,’’ 
and rarely tried to lay down just 
what Congress should do on this 
or that issue. Roosevelt never 
hesitated a moment to give Con- 
gress public instructions to the 
last semi-colon. 

Kennedy has decided on what 
might be called a cool position of 
informed respect—meaning that 
he knows both the strengths and 
the weaknesses of that institu- 
tion—toward Congress. He has 
committed himself personally to 
Stay out of all strictly internal 
congressional affairs: for exam- 
ples, the fights over rules and 
procedures. 

Kennedy by no means prom- 
ises to stay out of congressional 
disputes which involve legislation 
as distinguished from congres-

lin Roosevelt and Dwight Eisenhower. He will lead but not 
drive Congress, as did Roosevelt.

ceutical Journal is party to this plot and says: 


“The time has come to include 

.. a range of suitable flavors— 
such as, banana, butterscotch, 
black currant, chocolate, orange 
and raspberry, which in the Unit- 
ed S.ates, at any rate, are con- 
sidered adequate additives for 
some 93 per cent of the pharma- 
ceutical preparations. Perhaps it 
is asking too much to say that a 
patient should enjoy taking his or 
her medicine, but at least it is 
the pharmaceutical formulator’s 
duty to ensur@.that it is made as 
pleasing as possible.”’ 

It is*nothing of the sort. It is 
the pharmacist’s duty and the 
doctor’s duty to make medicine 
taste absolutely revolting, for the 
basic principle of medicine is that 
the attendant concoctions should 
be highly unpleasant. .

He Says in Opposing City’s Emeritus Plan 


Atlanta—Editorial support has

The expressed approval appears 
to be based upon the assumption 
that preferred pension status 
would attract individuals with: su- 
perior intelligence and competen- 
cies to administrative jobs in 
City Hall.

A pension, on the other hand, is 
not to be considered a salary on 
a reduced basis. It is rather a 
cost-of-living allowance _ granted 
the aged employe in recognition 
of continued economic needs* and 
demands after retirement be- 
comes effective. The period of 
service for which the community 
and the individual bargained 
comes to an end. The individual's 
responsibility to render the serv- 
ice no longer exists. 

The above interpretation of the 
pension status is clearly appar- 
ent in the provisions of the gen- 
eral employes pension system. 
They provide that all employes 
shall pay the same percentage of 
their salaries up to a maximum 
of $300 per month into the pen- 


sion fund. -A—city halt adminis-— 


trator pays on the same basis as 
a first-year teacher in the public 
schools, or any other city em- 
ploye whose salary is $300 or 
more. Upon retirement he will 
receive the same cost-of-living al- 


‘ lowance if his term of service has 


extended over the same number 
of years. 

The idea of establishing a con- 
sultant status — designated as 
“emeritus’’—for retired depart- 
ment administrators is hardly a 
workable one in government serv- 
ices beyond a reasonable period 
for transferring records and cur- 
rent policies. Some large indus- 
trial firms, it is true, follow the 
practice of retaining the services 
of key specialists as consultants 
for a period of time after retire- 
ment age, but the circumstances 
and relationships are not com- 
parable with those in govern- 
mental organization in which po- 
litical loyalties play a major 
role. 

It is said that the proposed $300- 
per-month reduced salary—it can- 
not be properly called a pension— 
of ‘‘emeritus” heads of depart- 
ments provided by the proposed 
plan shall be paid out of the city 
treasury and not out of the pen- 
sion fund. This seems to mean 
that a small number of retired 
employes would be favored with 
income from two city sources, the 
city treasury and the general pen- 
sion fund. It is difficult to har- 
monize this provision with the 
long-standing policy and practice 
that prohibits an employe in ac- 
tive service, or in retirement, 
from receiving more than one 
income from the resources of the 
city.

the 30s voluntarily sacrificed a 
total of 28 per cent of their sal- 
aries to save the kindergartens 
and the fine arts in the schools. 
The present opportunity for mak- 
ing revision in the city pension 
system demands earnest consid- 
eration of the insistent needs of 
former employes now in retire- 
ment as well as the future needs 
of those now in active service. A 
plan developed jointly by the At- 
lanta Public School Teachers As- 
sociation_and the Atlanta Retired 
Teachers Association is designed 
to wipe out the inequities that 
have existed over the years. 


It merits thoughtful considera- 
tion by those who, by virtue of 
their officjal positions, will de- 
termine the outcome of the re- 
vision process.

U.N. trusteeship, has declared itself an independent re- 


public with a government

A news report telling of this 
development reached Brussels 
Sunday night. No comment was 
available from the Belgian gov- 
ernment. The dispatches indicated 
that the new regime is based on 
the provisional government estab- 
lished last year by Belgium, that 
it hopes to continue a connection 
with the United Nations, and that 
it welcomes the continued pres- 
ence of Belgians.

Although there are some differ- 
ences among the various refugee 
groups seeking to overthrow Cas- 
tro, Rojas said, they are united on 
the military front and in their de- 
termination to “‘wipe him out.” 


REDS DISILLUSIONED 
He said the Communists them- 


| selves have become somewhat dis- 


illusioned ‘with the rebel leader be- 
cause of Cuba’s growing economic 
crisis, and are willing to let him 
‘“‘go down the drain” rather than 
lose prestige on his account. 


Rojas said the real power in 
Cuba is held by Russians, Red 
Chinese and native Communists. 
TELLS OF UNDERGROUND 

Discussing th. Cuban crisis on 
television (NEC, Meet the Press), 
the former Cuban ambassador to 
Great Britain said there was no 
evidence at the time he joined the 
rebel government that Castro had 
Communist leanings. When it be- 
came apparent the premier was 
moving in that direction, Rojas 
said, he and other dissenters stay- 
ed on for a time in an effort to 
salvage the government. 


Rojas said many anti - Castro 
Cubans are working underground 
with the Castro government to 
keep refugee leaders fully in- 
formed of “‘everything that hap- 
pens’ in the country.

Here Are the 4 Key Tests 
For Claiming Dependents 
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support furnished by a dependent 
student himself, most scholarships 
are not considered. Subsistence 
allowances and tuition received 
under the GI Bill of Rights are 
not treated as scholarships, how- 
ever. Social Security benefits 
and the like generally are consid- 
ered as support provided by the 
recipient. 


DEPENDENT DEFINED 


The person claimed as a de- 
pendent must fall within the speci- 
fied classes of relatives listed in 
the official instructions for both 
federal and Georgia returns. The 
relationship requirements of the 
two taxing authorities are sub- 
stantially the same except that 
for federal purposes only, a per- 
son other than a relative who is 
a member of taxpayer's house- 
hold for the entire year will be 
considered, in most circumstances, 
as a relative in determining de- 
pendency. Also for federal pur- 


“poses only, a cousin in a mental 


institution, hospital or similar 
facility may. in some cases quali- 
fy as a dependent. Legally 


adopted children and, for federal 
purposes only, children placed in 
taxpayer’s home for adoption are 


| 


considered as relatives. 


Relationships created by mar- 
riage are not terminated by death 
of one spouse or by divorce. Thus 
a taxpayer’s mother-in-law who 
was a dependent before his dl- 
vorce from her daughter may still 
be his dependent after the di- 
vorce if the other three general 
tests are met. The fact that a 
dependent was not in existence for 
the full year does not deny a tax- 
payer the full dependency benefit. 
Thus a child born any time dur- 
ing the year is a $600 exemption 
for that year even though it may 
have died during the year. No 
dependency exemption is allowed 
for a still-born child. 


DEPENDENT’S INCOME 
To qualify as a dependent, a 
person’s gross income must be 


less than $600. For federal pur-. 


poses, this gross. income must 
less than $600. For federal 
purposes, this. gross income test 
does not apply to a taxpayer's 
child if he or she is under 19 or 
a student, but there are no such 
exceptions for Georgia purposes. 
A person is a student if he at- 
tends for at least five months 


during the year, full time, ‘at a 


regular educational institution or 
a 


in accredited on-farm training. 


Gross income for purposes of 
the $600 ceiling includes only in- 
come that is not tax exempt even 
though exempt income is a factor 
in meeting the 50 per cent support 
test. 


A married person who files a 
joint return with his or her spouse 
cannot qualify as a dependent. 
Thus a man cannot claim his 
daughter as a dependent, even 
though he contributes over half 
her support and she has no in- 
come, if she has filed a joint re- 
turn with her husband. 


FOREIGN DEPENDENTS 


A citizen of a foreign country 
may not be claimed as a depend- 
ent unless he resides at some- 
times during the year in the Unit- 
ed States, Canada, Mexico, Pan- 
ama, the Canal Zone or, under 
special circumstances, the Philip-

U. S, Water 
Shortage 
Seen by ’70 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
House Science Committee warned 
Sunday that the United States 
probably will face a critical water 
shortage by 1970. 


The committee said the nation 
must start additional and accel- 
erated research programs on con- 
verting salt water to fresh water 
if the country is to meet its water 
needs of the next decade with 
confidence. 


In a report to Congress on salt 
water conversion, it said the 
United States is likely to be the 
first of the world’s large indus- 
trial nations ‘“‘to find itself seri- 
ously threatened by fresh water 
shortages.” 


The report said revised esti- 
mates of water use and supply 


'now indicate that cheap conver-

/sion methods may be essential 
to the country by 1970. Large 
| scale use of salt water conversion 
may be the only ultimate solu- 
tion, it added. 


The committee said present 
American research on water con- 
version, while moving ahead, “‘is 
none the less proceeding at a 
pace which promises to be inade- 
quate in view of the time and 
need factors involved.”’ 


The report said the water sup- 
ply situation has steadily gotten 
worse. In 1940, for example, the 
nation had 109 billion more gal- 
lons a day than it was using. 

But the committee said that by 
1960, “‘The situation was reversed, 
and the rate of use surpassed 
dependable supplies by eight bil- 


| lion gallons a day.”’

The American was taken to 
Padua and imprisoned in an old 
army barracks. By chance he 
found an abandoned passageway 
leading from the barracks to a 
church —and promptly escaped 
again. A Roman Catholic. friar 


then helped him to reach Switz- 
erland. 


Griffin is back in Italy as a 
tourist to see his brother, a stu- 
dent at the University of Peru- 
gia, and to revisit the scenes of 


\his World War II adventures.

By Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 

Dear Dr. Molner: What causes 
a girl, 5, to snore, snort and 
whistle in her sleep? She ac- 
tually sounds like a whistling 
teakettle. 


A doctor has told me a piece 
of my daughter’s adenoid tis- 
sue was left in by the doctor 
who removed them. Maybe it 
grew back? 

Do I have cause to worry?

It’s not unusual for small chil- 
dren to snore. They relax so 
thoroughly as they fall into a deep 
sleep, and since snoring (and 
kindred odd noises, even teaket- 
tles) result from the breath caus- 
ing soft tissues to flutter in the 
respiratory tract, the very relaxa- 
tion of a sleeping child contrib- 
utes to the sound effects.

RUNNING BATTLE 


The prince has been having 
a running political battle with 
some of his 20,000 subjects for 
several years.

The marriage itself, 
which turned the world’s atten- 
tion to Monaco, produced a 
lengthy period of good will on 
both sides during which polli- 
tics were laid aside. 


Two years ago, however, Rai- 
nier suspended the constitution 
and dissolved the elected Na- 
tional Council, claiming that it 
was incapable of reaching deci- 
sions. Tempers flared and they 
have continued simmering. They 
blazed anew when the prince 
announced last month, as a 
“Christmas present,” that he 
was establishing a new council 
but this time one personally se- 
lected by himself. 


If he thought this would ap- 
pease his foes, he was hadly 
mistaken. Instead, it has made 
them angrier. And the appear- 
ance of the new book heavily 
criticizing Princess Grace as 
the woman-behind-t h e-throne 
has made matters much worse. 


Author of the book, ‘‘A Ton- 
tribution to the Constitutional 
History of Monaco,” is Leon 
Aureglia, a former president of 
the National Council.

absolute monarch and says it = 
was her idea to dissolve the 
National Council two years ago. 


More and more Americans 
have been appointed to key po- 
sitions in the government, lat- 
est heing Rainier’s private sec- 
retary. 


He also accuses her of ex- 
travagance, claiming that the 
court expenditures have risen 
by 40 per cent since she came 
to Monaco and that since Rai- 
nier’s personal income covers 
only a small amount, most of 
the money comes out of the 
pockets of the Monegasques 
through property and indirect 
taxation. 


So far, Rainer has issued no 
rebuttal. However, he has de- 
cided not to ban the book.

Will Sex Raise 
lts Head on TV? 


By PAUL JONES 
How much longer will sponsored TV hold out 
against sex and its byproducts, obscenity, sexuel vio- 
lence, exotic horrors and that sort of thing which 
have meant the difference between profit and loss 
for both the motion picture industry and the publish- 


ing field? 

The day when pay-TV capitu- 
lates might come sooner than 
some of us think. 

Free TV is 
confronted on 
one side by 
threats of @ 
pay television # 
which might 
have almost 
as much free- 
dom of ex- 
pression as 
the legitimate 
stage and the 
motion picture 
industry. And 
on the other side by the movie 
business, which has gone hog- 
wild on the topic of sex and 
exotic horrors. 

Since free TV has run the 
gamut—from Westerns to quiz 
shows, to giveaways, Westerns, 
crime drama, 90-minute  spe- 
cials, soap opera, suspense, 
comedy-variety and what have 
you—sex remains as the only 
commodity which hasn’t been 
exploited on TV. 


A big dose of sex might 
give the free TV audience the 
jolt that sponsors and networks 
are looking for. 

True, TV does have. its own 
“code.” Individual stations 
have their own ideas about how 
to make programming — espe- 
cially the old movies—conform 
to the taste of people in their 
respective communities. 

But “codes” obviously are 
established only to be violated 
and tastes do fluctuate. Things 
which were taboe two or three 
years ago could, all of a sud- 
den, become quite acceptable 
now. 


SOME PARALLELS between 
the 60s and the Ws have al- 
ready been drawn. Others pos- 
sibly will come into view. 
There is a definite parallel be- 
tween the moral standards of 
entertainment of the 3s and 
the 60s—or for that matter the 
mid and late 50s. 

TV executives in Atlanta who 
buy and censor old movies be- 
fore they are shown on the 
small screen tell me that they 
hve more trouble with the films 
produced in the 30s and the 
late 50s than pictures produced 
in any other era. 

“Just the other day,” said 
one spokesman, “I ran across 
an old Loretta Young movie 
which was filmed in the 3s. 


It was a.comedy and Loretta 
playing the part of -a_ prostitute 
had the /last line in the film. 
She addressed a policeman. say- 
ing: ‘Allright, I'll never walk 
the streets again.’ ”’ 

The Mae West Films, pro- 
duced before screen cengorship 
became tight in 1935, produce 
some headaches for local TV 
station censors. “‘Any time |! 
rum across a May West film I 
look at it closely. Some of her 
movies are surprisingly clean— 
but then they don’t go over too 
well, We try to schedule them 
on the late show, anyway,” 
said a station spokesman. 


“Films made after 1935 seem 
to treat the topic of sex in a 
more subtle manner. In ‘Water- 
loo Bridge’ the principal char- 
acter was a prostitute, but they 
didn’t come right out and say 
it. 

Things began to get rough 
again in the 1950s — I'd say 
about 1956. It was then that the 
foreign product began to come 
into this country. They called 
it “‘arty’’ but I call it just plain 
dirty. We just don’t buy that 
sort of movie for showing in 
Atlanta.”’ 

S:. 

MANY STATIONS in other 
parts of the country exercise 
a more liberal interpretation of 
the “code” of good taste. 
“Arty” films are shown, espe- 
cially on the late show. And 
when a “full library’’ of films, 
such as the MGM Package, 
which, incidentally, was  pur- 
chased by WSB-TV a long while 
ago, is acquired, little restraint 
is used in editing the films, 
especially the ones which were 
produced in the “dirty 30s.” 

Something especially sig- 
nificant showed up in_ the 
current issue of Newsweek 
magazine. Hallmark Hall of 
Fame, in a quest for new 
scripts conducted a contest, of- 
fering cash to young, undiscov- 
ered writers. 

According to Newsweek, the 
best script submitted might 
never (well, not immediately 
anyway) see the light of a TV 
screen, because as Hallmark’s 
producer-director explains: ‘‘It 
could be about incest.’’ 

Don’t bet any money this 
script won't be used. 

Unless writers and fans can 
get their minds out of the gutter 
it might show up sooner than 
you think.

Sur prise! Monroe and Cohorts 
OQutdo Themselves as ‘Misfits’

There’s been so much publicity 
about ‘“‘The Misfits,’’ Clark Gable’s last 
picture before he died, that you may be 
skeptical when I tell you 
it’s a very fine picture, in 
fact one of the most mov- 
ing and superbly acted 
movies to come along in 
some time. But there it is. 


I’ll ease your anxiety 
about one thing: Marilyn “e 
Monroe emerges as a real- ‘ 
ly superb actress in this \ 
one. I knew from her job 
in “Some Like It Hot” tate 9° st 
that she had capabilities in the comedy 
department, but as for drama—well, I 
had my doubts, but no more. I’m sure 
that the tutelage of her ex-hubby, 
Arthur Miller, had a lot to do with the 
quality and depth of her performance 
here, so you’d better take a look at this 
movie, because this brand of Monroe 
may not come your way again for some 
time. 


Also, I think that Clark Gable’s per- 
formance as a modern-day cowboy, 
alternately tender and two-fisted, who 
falls in love with Monroe the Reno di- 
vorcee, is the best thing he ever did in 
the movies. 


Gable was just a natural actor, and 
by realistic I don’t mean realistic in the 
sense of the new school of ‘‘method”’ 
acting. He didn’t mumble his lines, 
scratch himself or spit on the floor un- 
expectedly. He didn’t do these things 
because he was—no matter what the 
role at hand—basically a gentleman, 
and I’m afraid he was one of the last 
of his kind.

NOW I’LL DRY my eyes and tell 

you briefly about the movie itself. 


“The Misfits” tells of three inde- 
pendent men and one woman, a di- 


vorcee staying in Reno, and their atti- 
tudes toward the world. 


The screenplay shows two major 
attitudes in the world today. One is 
masculine, aggressive, tied to life 
through conquest and action. The other 
is feminine, kind, accepting, and tied to 
life through feeling. They come into 
conflict, but in the end, each has 
learned a great deal from the other. 


This sounds like a lot of blah, I 
know—and in fact I lifted the above 
synopsis from the press book rather 
than go off on a philosophical binge of 
my own—but there were some stirring 
and funny moments in this movie, I 
thought. Monroe and Gable get top- 
notch aid from Montgomery Clift, Thel- 
ma Ritter and Eli Wallach. And don’t 
forget that Arthur Miller wrote the 
screenplay and John Huston handled 
the direction. In black and white, open- 
ing Thursday at Loew’s Grand.

It is known that Cuneiform script 
was in use more than 6,000 years 
ago. This method of inscribing 
wedge-shaped lines of inscriptions 
upon bronze, iron, stone, glass, or 
clay was used by the ancient people 
of western Asia more than 2,500 
years before any known alphabet 
was developed. Cuneiform writing 
originated in Mesopotamia, prob- 
ably invented by the Sumerians 
(Babylonia), from whence it grad- 
wally spread to other ancient civili- 
zations. 

In the ruins of just one Baby- 
lonian city (Nippur) 50,000 tablets 
and art objects were dug up by 
archaeologists, who estimate the 
city’s beginning somewhere around 
6,000 B.C. In another area (Sip- 
para), the inscriptions are micro- 
scopic, and must be read with the 
aid of a magnifying glass, which 
was undoubtedly used in the writing 
(or inscribing or chiseling) of them. 

A lens of crystal (found in the 
area) evidently used by the inscrib- 
ers, is now in the British Museum.

(Ch. 5, 10 p.m.) 

The program will report on 
the skyrocketing cost of medi- 
cal care. It will examine the 
controversy over medical care 
for the aged, particularly where 
government participation may 
be interpreted as a step toward 
socialized medicine. 

Among those who will parti- 
cipate in the filmed program, 
which CBS news correspondent 
Howard K. Smith will narrate, 
are Dr. Leonard W. Larson, 
president-elect of the American 
Medical Association; Henry 
J. Kaiser, president of the Kai- 
ser Foundation Health Plan: 
Nelson Cruikshank, director of 
social security for the AFL-CIO: 
former Representative Aime 
Forand (D., R.I.), who last year 
introduced the controversial 
Forand Bill — later defeated: 
former Gov. Herbert H. Lehman 
of New York; George Meany, 
president of the AFL-CIO; rep- 
resentatives of Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield; and nurses, doc- 
tors, and administrators of sev- 
eral hospitals.
